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IN  DEDICATION 


Nineteen  fifty-five  dedicates  its  Index  to  Professor 
Lawrence  Dickinson.  This  dedication  is  a  recognition  of  his 
long  service  in  the  interest  of  the  Academic  Activities  program 
of  the  Univeisity.  It  is  an  appreciation  of  his  friendly  and 
helpful  relationship  with  generations  of  students  working  on 
the  Index,  Collegian,  and  other  similar  organizations. 

It  all  started  back  in  the  1920s  when  Professor  Dickinson 
began  to  keep  the  financial  records  for  the  Academic  Activities 
Board.  He  took  great  pride  in  this  work  and  the  efficiency  of 
his  office.  He  enjoyed  his  contacts  with  student  managers. 
They,  in  turn,  liked  him  and  profited  by  his  sound  business 
judgment  and  advice.  The  program  prospered  and  expanded 
to  the  extent  that  last  year  he  became  the  financial  adviser  for 
all  Recognized  Student  Organizations,  over  one  hundred  in 
number. 

While  Professor  Dickinson  was  expanding  this  service,  he 
was  pioneering  in  another  field — that  of  fine  turf  management. 
After  his  graduation  from  the  University  in  1910  he  served 
as  Superintendent  of  Grounds.  This  work  naturally  led  him 
to  the  problems  of  turf  management,  especially  those  relating 
to  lawn  and  golf  course  maintenance.  In  1927  he  organized 
a  ten  weeks  Greenskeepers  course,  the  first  of  its  kind.  This 
has  become  the  outstanding  Golf  Grounds  Management 
Course  in  the  country  and  Professor  Dickinson  the  leading 
authority  in  the  teaching  of  Golf  Course  Maintenance.  His 
students  have  been  drawn  from  the  whole  United  States  and 
foreign  countries.  In  recognition  of  his  outstanding  contribu- 
tion in  this  field  the  Golf  Course  Superintendents  Association 
of  America  on  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  starting  of  this 
program  honored  him  with  a  certificate  of  commendation  and 
a  very  substantial  gift  of  money. 

Loyal  alumnus,  outstanding  teacher,  and  organizer  in  a 
new  field  of  education,  ardent  champion  of  students  and 
student  organizations,  this  is  the  man  1955  honors  with  this 
Index  dedication.

Fear  of  Communism  is  widespread, 
resulting  in  the  creation  of  a  campaign 
such  as  that  w^aged  by  Senator  Mc- 
Carthy, faced  with  the  disapproval  of 
fellow  senators.  Scientists  find  little 
time  to  create  uses  for  atomic  material 
as  a  peacetime  benefit:  attention  is 
turned  to  bigger  and  better  bombs, 
rocket-ships,  and  atom-propelled  sub- 
marines. 

At  times  the  college-campus  seems 
far  removed  from  these  world-shaking 
events;  and  yet,  upon  the  graduation 
of  thousands  from  universities  and  col- 
leges this  year,  America  will  look  to 
them  as  future  leaders.

The  highlight  of 
the  month,  however,  occurred  on  Octo- 
ber 21,  as  President  Mather  became 
the  fourteenth  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  the  inauguration  ceremony 
held  at  the  cage.  He  was  invested  with

It  is  hoped  that,  from 
these  discussions,  a  touchy  ethical 
problem  can  be  solved  and  a  uni- 
form standard  of  values  will  be 
set  for  the  students.  Regardless  of

university;  but,  an  actual  enroll- 
ment cut  may  have  to  be  put  into 
effect  because  of  the  present  lack 
of  classroom  facilities  and  teachers. 
We  see  the  problem  of  enroll- 
ment cropping  vip  even  now  be- 
cause, with  the  increased  enroll- 
ment, we  find  that  the  student - 
auto  enrollment  has  also  increased. 
The  parking  lots  have  become 
even  more  crowded  and  the  ad- 
ministration has  had  to  pass  a  rule 
to  suspend  freshmen  and  sopho- 
mores who  have  cars  on  campus. 
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standing  effort  on  both  the  part  of 
the  students  and  faculty  has  prov- 
en that  students  can  intelhgentlj^ 
discuss  and  try  to  solve  the  glaring 
faults  which  they  know  to  exist 
with  an  understanding  and  re- 
ceptive faculty. 

One  of  the  most  controversial 
issues  of  the  year  was  settled  in 
the  month  of  February.  The  Quar- 
terly, suspended  amidst  much  dis- 
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cussion  and  harangue,  was  finally 
reinstated  and  due  to  make  its  ap- 
pearance once  again  in  March,  fol- 
lowing the  literary  specifications 
set  for  it  by  President  Mather. 
Freedom  of  the  press  remained  a 
challenged  but  compromised  "in- 
alienable right." 

Another  concert  was  planned 
for  our  entertainment.  The  re- 
nowned Burl  Ives  presented  us 
with  his  famed  rendition  of  folk- 
tunes.  The  cage  was  crowded  with 


those  who  had  come  to  hear  some- 
thing a  little  ovit  of  the  ordinary 
in  the  Concert  Association's  line. 
An  unusual  evening,  the  concert 
was  greeted  with  much  acclaim. 

Suddenly  our  old  friend  the 
ground-hog  peeped  out  of  his  win- 
ter home  and  winked  at  the  sun. 
Gleefully,  we  looked  forward  to 
warmer  days  and  an  early  spring. 
On  this  cheerful  note,  the  ground- 
hog disappeared,  taking  with  him  a 
weary  February. 
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March  was  the  month  of  Fini- 
ans  Rainbow,  the  Operetta  Guild's 
fine  program,  the  Beerathon  — 
now  an  estabhshed  tradition,  the 
Mrs.  Louie  contest  and,  on  the  in- 
tellectual side.  International  Week- 
end. All  of  these  activities  the 
campus  created;  original  and,  in 
some  cases  even  ludicrous,  but 
born  from  our  own  brand  of  humor 
and  interest. 

The  unifying  chord  throughout 
these  articles  has  been  the  memo- 
ries which  will  creep  fondly  into 
our  minds  when,  in  future  days, 
we  look  back  on  school  events,  the 
familiar  hangouts,  such  as  Mike's 
and   Shumwav's,    and    the   tradi- 


tional pastimes,  such  as  the  Col- 
lege-Store, and  the  social  hub  of 
the  campus,  "the  libe." 

To  narrow  ourselves  to  the  cam- 
pus horizon,  however,  would  be  a 
tragic  mistake  indeed,  for  this  year 
has  been  history-making  in  the 
outside  world.  We  have  seen  the 
well-planned  tours  of  the  British 
monarch,  the  latest  in  fashion 
styles  for  the  year,  and  the  newest 
jet  helicopters  that  modern  science 
has  developed.  But  more  than  this, 
we  have  heard  the  snap  of  angry 
nations,  barking  and  growling  in  a 
fear-ridden  world.  And  from  our 
somewhat  sheltered  locale,  we,  the 
cicadas,  are  asked  to  emerge,  to 
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try  our  new-found  wings,  to  take 
our  college  diplomas  and  make 
them  flags  of  truth,  to  put  the 
salve  on  the  cuts  and  bruises  of 
our  nation.  We  are  not  asked  to  do 
this  as  individuals,  but  as  a  huge 
collegiate  nation  which  has  sup- 
posedly learned,  in  four  short 
years,  the  way  to  clearer  and  more 
correct  reasoning.  As  Thomas 
Wolfe  has  poignantly  expressed: 
".  .  .man's  life  can  be,  and  will  be 
better:  man's  greatest  enemies  in 


the  forms  in  which  they  now  exist 
—  the  forms  we  see  on  every  hand 
of  fear,  hatred,  slavery,  cruelty, 
poverty  and  need  —  can  be  con- 
quered and  destroyed.  .  .With  the 
courage  of  the  truth  within  vis,  we 
shall  meet  the  enemy  as  they  come 
to  us,  and  they  shall  be  ours.  And 
if,  once  having  conquered  them, 
new  enemies  approach,  we  shall 
meet  them  from  that  point,  from 
there  proceed." 


Locking  up  the  Yv 
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Introducing  Our  New  President 


JEAN   PAUL   MATHER 
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Behind  the  brown  mahogany 
desk,  standing  before  the  rostrum, 
or  leading  a  motorcade  to  Cam- 
bridge, President  Jean  Paul  Math- 
er moves  with  dynamic  energy. 

As  an  administrator,  which  he 
claims  as  his  first  and  most  chal- 
lenging job  on  campus,  Mr.  Math- 
er has  put  his  signature  to  papers 
which  have  made  the  University 
move — move  quickly  toward  ful- 
filling the  goal  of  "providing  edu- 
cational opportunities  for  able 
youth  of  limited  means." 

An  all-time-high  budget  was 
passed  by  the  legislature  this  year, 
buildings  are  going  up,  and  grass 
is  being  turned  over.  These  are 
fruitful  times  and  no  one  is  more 
aware  of  the  excitement  of  growth 
than  the  man  who  sits  behind  the 
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desk  and  smiles  with  determination 
as  he  says,  "By  1965  we  will  have 
an  enrollment  of  10,000 .  .  . . " 

The  name  of  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  is  being  heard  all 
over  the  state  at  Alumni  meetings. 
Rotary  Club  meetings,  and  just 
plain  meetings — yes,  that  state 
university  in  Amherst  is  going 
places. 

Buildings  alone  do  not  make  a 
university,  says  Mr.  Mather  as  he 
points  out  the  need  for  more  pro- 
fessors, a  broader  curriculum,  and 
above  all,  "inspired  undergraduate 
teaching.  .  .the  most  single  objec- 
tive of  the  University  in  the  years 
ahead. 

"  At  no  time  should  service  facili- 
ties be  pushed  in  amount  or  prior-

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ity  so  that  instructional  needs  lag 
and  standards  accordingly  suffer 
.  .  .the  heart  and  soul  of  a  great 
university  are  its  people,  not  sticks 
and  stones." 

This  man,  who  seems  to  have  the 
unique  capacity  of  "getting  the 
ball  rolling,"  also  has  a  basic  and 
significant  philosophy.  In  an  ad- 
dress at  the  Cum  Laude  service  of 
Williston  Academy,  February  16, 
1955,  he  adopted  the  philosophy  of 
one    of    our    area    poets,    Robert 


Frost.  In  referring  to  freedom,  Mr. 
Mather  quoted  Frost  as  saying 
that  it  is  "freedom  of"  rather  than 
"freedom  from"  which  is  really 
important.  "It  is  this  personal 
'freedom  of,'  the  freedom  of  being 
yourself  and  using  the  talents,  the 
training  and  the  inspiration  of  your 
own  time  of  living.  .  .  " 

When  inaugurated  as  the  14th 
president  of  the  University  of  Mas- 
sachusetts on  October  21,  1954,  he 
began  his  speech:  "I  take  this  task

humbly  conscious  of  the  great  and 
good  work  of  the  years,  and  the 
people  of  this  University."  Noted 
educators  from  all  parts  of  the 
country  came  to  witness  the  in- 
auguration of  one  of  the  nation's 
youngest  land  grant  university 
presidents.  The  man  who  worked 
his  way  through  the  University  of 
Denver  and  received  advanced 
degrees  from  both  Denver  and 
Princeton,  was  well  aware  of  the 
task    before    him    when    he    said. 


"There  is  no  spiritual  task  of 
greater  moment  than  that  of  shap- 
ing the  intellectual  character  of 
young  men  and  women.  .  .no  man 
can  possibly  be  wise  enough  to  do 
the  best  that  is  here  required.  I 
hope  to  be  one  of  the  world's  best 
listeners. " 

In  the  comparatively  short  time 
he  has  been  with  us,  Jean  Paul 
Mather  has  proved  to  be  a  brother 
and  a  father  to  all  of  us.  No  uni- 
versity could  ask  for  more.

for  the  Springfield  Symphony, 
which  took  up  an  "in  residence" 
on  campus. 

x\nother  new  feature  of  the 
campus  paper  were  the  C&S  edi- 
torials. When  these  mysterious 
scribes  wrote,  results  came  quickly. 
Cheerleaders  at  basketball  games, 
better  recreational  facilities,  and  a 
motorcade  to  Holy  Cross  were  the 
results  of  a  few  of  their  campaigns. 

The  Collegian  coverage  of  the 
campus  will  double  next  fall,  as  will 
the  sports  and  feature  material,  if 
the  move  to  dailv  goes  through.

The  more  conservative  elements 
would  have  changed  the  name,  but 
it  was  still  Quarterly,  even  though 
only  three  issues  of  the  literary 
magazine  reached  the  campus  in 
'54-'55. 

Suspension  of  the  Quarterly  came 
on  December  1,  when  complaints 
about  allegedly  obscene  stories 
reached  the  university  officials, 
who  promptly  cut  off  the  maga- 
zine's funds  and  opened  a  slow- 
moving  investigation  which  pro- 
duced almost  nothing,  except  the 
president's  requirement  that  when 
the  staff  of  the  Quarterly  and  its 
advisor  disagreed  on  the  "printa- 
bility"  of  a  story,  the  president 
was  to  decide. 

While  the  lit  mag  staff  members 
insisted    that    this    amounted    to 


censorship,  they  accepted  Presi- 
dent Mather's  proposal  and  hur- 
ried to  turn  out  the  second  and 
third  issues  of  the  year. 

The  battle  centered  about  the 
function  of  the  magazine,  with  the 
administration  insisting  that  so- 
called  "slice-of-life"  writing  did 
not  belong  in  a  college  publication. 
The  staff  disagreed. 

In  short,  the  Quarterly  became 
a  cause  c'eVehre  as  it  moved  toward 
its  goal  of  providing  for  an  expand- 
ing university  an  enclave  of  in- 
tellectual and  artistic  integrity.  If 
it  lost  the  battle,  it  focused  sharply 
the  issue  of  freedom  and  responsi- 
bilit}^  in  the  college  press,  as  no 
other  campus  issue  has  in  many 
years.

The  University  of  Massachu- 
setts Handbook,  in  its  attempt  to 
cover  the  activities  and  functions 
of  the  University,  has  given  to  the 
campus  a  summary  and  a  cross 
section  of  the  student  hfe.  It  is 
often  called  the  Frosh  Bible,  be- 
cause its  inclusive  coverage  of  the 
campus  saved  many  a  Freshman 
from  much  footwork  and  inquiry 
as  to  the  "wheres,  whats,  and 
whys"  of  the  campus.  And  being 
such,  has  fulfilled  its  function  as 
the  directory  of  activities  on  the 
campus. 

The  Handbook  is  published  an- 
nually and  contains  brief  and  fac- 
tual information  on  such  things  as 


campus  organizations,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  campus,  a  cal- 
endar listing  the  important  events 
of  the  college  year,  and  a  map  of 
the  campus  which  has  saved  many 
UM  upperclassmen  and  freshmen 
footsteps  and  time  in  finding  class- 
room buildings  on  the  campus. 

This  year,  under  the  editorship 
of  Elaine  Siegel,  the  Handbook  has 
attempted  to  give  to  the  students, 
who  will  return  in  the  fall,  an- 
other directory  of  activities  and, 
to  another  class  of  incoming  fresh- 
men, a  Bible  which  the  Handbook 
hopes  will  get  them  where  they 
want  to  go  —  when  they  want  to.

1947  saw  the  creation  of  the 
Operetta  Guild  and  the  first  pro- 
duction of  the  new  organization. 
The  show  was  Victor  Herbert's, 
"The  Red  Mill,"'  and  the  organiza- 
tion the  Operetta  Guild.  The  score 
was  rewritten  and  the  chorus  sang 
and  stepped,  a  fairly  standard  pro- 
cedure for  a  small  novice  group. 


In  1948,  there  were  two  shows, 
"Anything  Goes"  and  "Sweet- 
hearts." 1949  came  with  "Naughty 
Marietta"  and  "Girl  Crazy,"  a 
venture  into  Gershwin.  This  year, 
and  for  the  following  two  years, 
the  Scrolls  served  as  ushers.  In 
1950,  "Hit  the  Deck"  was  pre- 
sented as  a  tribute  to  the  late 
Vincent  Youmans. 

"Brigadoon"  came  in  1951,  along 
with  new  policies  —  a  larger  board 
of  directors  and  more  expensive 
rights.  In  1952,  it  was  "The  Stu- 
dent Prince"  along  with  a  new 
control  board,  silk  screen  posters, 
and  the  first  appearance  of  a 
specially  trained  and  uniformly 
attired  usher  corps. 

1953  was  the  year  of  "The  Vag- 
abond King"  with  fencing,  under

the  tutelage  of  Pliil  Powers,  tliat 
had  several  parents  objecting  be- 
cause it  was  too  realistic.  This 
year,  there  were  two  productions 
again,  the  second  being  "Lost  in 
the  Stars,"  which  utilized  the 
Chorale  and  a  black-face  cast. 

The  first  Rodgers  and  Hammer- 
stein  show  was  presented  by  the 
Guild  in  1954  —  "Carousel." 

This  year,  the  production  was 
"Finian's  Rainbow,"  a  musical 
comedy.  One  of  the  biggest  inno- 
vations, this  year,  was  the  change 
of  location  from  Bowker  to  the 
Amherst  Town  Hall.  Production- 
wise,  the  most  effective  change 
was  the  extension  of  the  stage  to 
increase  the  feeling  of  audience 
intimacy. 

"Finian's    Rainbow"    delighted 


the  audience  with  the  story  of 
the  puckish  Irishman's  influence 
on  a  segment  of  the  United 
States.

The  Women's  Judiciary  Board, 
under  the  leadership  of  Chief  Jus- 
tice Mary  Beth  Mitchell,  is  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  University's 
General  Court. 

The  Board  interprets  and  en- 
forces Women's  Affairs  Committee 
regulations,  which  deals  with  the 
conduct  of  women  students;  es- 
pecially those  cases  which  are 
above  the  jurisdiction  of  the  dor- 
mitory House  Councils. 

The  Women's  Judiciary  col- 
laborates with  the  Men's  Board, 
the  faculty,  and  student  leaders  to 
discuss  current  campus  problems 
and  to  promote  high  standards  of 
integrity  and  citizenship. 


With  the  same  purpose  in  mind 
as  the  other  half  of  the  General 
Court,  the  Men's  Judiciary  meets 
to  enforce  regulations  concerning 
the  conduct  of  men  students. 

The  function  of  the  Men's 
Board,  besides  enforcing  conduct 
rules,  is  to  handle  the  numerous 
traffic  violations  on  campus. 

It,  too,  has  four  members  and  a 
Chief  Justice  to  lead  the  group. 
This  year's  Chief  Justice  is  Wil- 
liam Mackey. 

In  special  cases,  requiring  con- 
stitutional interpretation,  this 
Board  holds  joint  meetings  with 
the  Women's  Judiciarv.

The  UMass  rooters  began 
to  lose  faith  in  the  team  and  hoped 
for  better  results  from  next  year's 
team,  but  the  scrappy  Lordenmen 
bounced  back  with  a  decisive  6-1 
win  against  the  frisky  Terriers  of 
Boston  University. 

The  Redmen  travelled  to  INJid- 
dlebury  and  outlasted  Middlebury 
College  in  a  free  swinging  affair  by 
a  score  of  8-5.  The  UMass  hurlers 
had  failed  to  check  the  opposition, 
but  the  hitters  were  able  to  take 
command  and  bang  out  another 
victory.  The  ability  of  the  hitters 
to  take  up  the  slack  when  the 
pitchers  failed  to  produce  one  of 


their  usual  fine  games  was  one 
decisive  factor  in  the  UMass  team 
being  so  successful. 

Swanson  and  Tarpey  regained 
their  form  by  throwing  tw^o  con- 
secutive shutouts  in  the  next  two 
games  against  the  Coast  Guard 
Academy  and  Williams  College. 
They  performed  like  true  Fakirs — 
being  responsible  for  the  opposing 
batters  who  connected  with  noth- 
ing but  air. 

In  a  hard  fought  contest  that 
went  down  to  the  wire.  Tufts  Col- 
lege downed  the  Umies  by  a 
2-1  score.  Pitching  w^as  the  order 
of  the  day  and  UMass  flingers 
were  overcome.  A  timely  hit  or 
a  bad  hop  of  the  ball  could  have 
easily  given  a  win  to  Earl  Lor- 
den's  chargers,  but  Lady  Luck 
was  favoring  the  Tufts'  Jumbos 
that  day.

The  champion  game  was  played 
against  the  Boston  University 
Terriers  who  had  eliminated  the 
favorites.

Victory  meant  honor,  glory,  and  of 
course  the  trip  to  Omaha  as  the 
New  England  N.C.A.x\. champions.

Next  the  UMass  squad  faced  a 
powerful  Missouri  team.  The  Red- 
men  team  fought  valiantly  but 
were  beaten,  1-8.  This  second  loss 
eliminated  Mass.  from  the  play- 
offs with  an  overall  record  of  1  win 
and  2  losses. 

The  Mass.  nine  finished  out  the 
year  with  a  sparkling  record  of  15 
wins  and  7  losses.  The  fact  that 
they  failed  to  win  the  N.C.A.A. 
championship  does  not  discredit 
them  in  any  way.  They  were,  with- 
out a  doubt,  one  of  the  greatest 
teams  ever  to  represent  this  school. 
The  1954  Massachusetts  Baseball 
Team  will  always  be  remembered 
in  the  years  to  come  as  a  club  with 
the  spirit  that  produces  champs.

the  Redmen  emerging  victorious 
32-25. 

The  following  week  was  the 
game  the  entire  school  was  waiting 
for.  The  O'Rourkemen  were  facing 
their  first  Ivy  League  opponent 
since  the  school  became  a  Univer- 
sity. The  time  was  two  o'clock, 
October  2;  the  place — Harvard 
Stadium;    the    opponent  —  none 
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other  than  Harvard  University. 
UMass  was  now  stepping  into 
the  big  time.  Boston  sports  writers 
scoffed  and  termed  this  game  the 
"mis-match"  of  the  century.  The 
Harvard  school  paper  satirically 
announced  the  invasion  of  the 
"cow  college"  from  the  western 
hills.  No  one  gave  the  Statesmen  a 
chance  of  winning,  but  still,  the 
students  were  confident.  Classes 
were  called  off  the  day  of  the  game, 
and  President  Mather  led  a  motor- 
cade to  Boston.  From  the  opening 
whistle,  the  UMass  rooters  cheered 
each  successful  play.  Overconfi- 
dence  on  the  part  of  Harvard,  and 
do  or  die  spirit  by  the  Massmen 
produced  a  13-7  victory.  The 
Umies  went  wild  with  joy.  The 
school  had,  at  last,  gained  the 
recognition  it  deserved.  We  were 
no  longer  the  "cow  college"  from 
the  western  hills. 

The  next  game  pitted  a  strong 
UConn  team  against  the  Redmen. 
Charlie    O'Rourke    and    his    bovs 


were  out  to  avenge  last  year's  de- 
feat by  the  Huskies.  In  one  of  the 
best  games  of  the  season,  Mass. 
downed  UConn  20-13. 

There  was  no  stopping  the 
O'Rourkemen  now.  They  had 
three  big  wins  under  their  belt  and 
were  aiming  at  a  perfect  season: 
team  morale  was  at  a  peak.  The 
only  question  concerning  the  next 
game  was  how  many  points  we 
should  score,  for  the  club  proved 
invincible  in  its  first  three  games. 

The  Statesmen  trekked  down  to 
Rhodie  to  meet  the  Rams.  An  air 
of  overconfidence  came  over  the 
team  and  Rhode  Island  was  the 
first  to  strike.  The  Mass.  squad 
never  recovered  from  the  initial 
shock  and  went  down  to  defeat 
52-6.  The  mighty  conquerors  were 
vanquished.  They  were  outplayed 
by  a  spirited  R.  I.  eleven. 

The  next  week.  Northeastern 
invaded  Alumni  Field.  Mass.  was 
short-handed  due  to  the  dubbing 
in  by  Rhodie  and  were  unable  to 
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U-man  bites  Conn-dog 

match  the  power  of  the  North- 
eastern Huskies.  At  the  final  gun, 
the  scoreboard  read:  Northeastern 
39— Massachusetts  0. 

Even  though  the  Mass.  eleven 
dropped  two  games  in  a  row,  they 
refused  to  quit.  The  next  game, 
at  Vermont,  was  a  tribute  to  the 
fine  work  of  Coach  O'Rourke.  A 
short-handed  UMass  team  fought 
strong  Vermont  on  even  terms  all 
day  only  to  lose  in  the  final  min- 
utes 27-25.  Some  of  the  club's  key 
men  were  benched  due  to  injuries 
and  they  made  the  score  close  on 
spirit  alone. 

The  last  home  game  of  1954 
was  played  against  a  powerful 
New  Hampshire  team.  The  Wild- 
cats, one  of  the  strongest  teams  in 
New  England,  were  too  much  for 
the  crippled    O'Rourkemen.  New 


Hampshire  outlasted  the  UMass 
eleven  32-12. 

Spirits  were  low,  going  in  the 
final  game  of  the  year,  against 
Tufts  College.  The  Statesmen  re- 
ally wanted  to  win  this  game,  be- 
cause it  was  to  be  the  last  against 
our  ancient  rivals,  since  they  are 
not  on  our  schedule  next  year: 
also,  because  it  would  at  least  give 
the  team  an  even  won  and  lost 
record  for  the  year.  Both  teams 
gave  all  they  had:  Mass.  came  out 
on  top  19-13  in  a  thrilling  finish. 

The  team  finished  the  season 
with  a  mediocre  club.  The  1954 
O'Rourkemen  made  the  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts  a  big  name 
in  New  England.  Their  record  was 
not  overly  impressive,  but  their 
deeds  were. 

Next  year  shovdd  be  even  better 
than  1954.  Coach  O'Rourke  has  a 
host  of  returning  veterans  to  bolster 
his  squad.  Harvard  is  once  again 
on  our  schedule  and  the  boys  will 
be  aiming  at  two  in  a  row.  A  few 
men  will  be  missing,  due  to  gradu- 
ation, but  the  strong  freshmen 
team  should  be  able  to  replace  the 
loss.

The  game  was  close  and  hard 
fought  aU  the  way  with  Colby 
coming  out   on  top   by   the   slim 


margin  of  two  points  81-79 — a 
real  heartbreaker  for  the  States- 
men to  lose.  This  game  seemed  to 
take  a  lot  of  starch  out  of  the  team, 
for  they  never  were  able  to  regain 
their  winning  ways  afterwards.

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During  vacation,  the  Mass. 
quintet  entered  the  N.E.I.T.  at 
Connecticut.  They  lost  three 
straight  games  in  the  tournament: 
to  Dartmouth  65-87,  to  Amherst 
48-69  and  another  thriller  to  Colby 
64-65.  The  old  zip  and  sparkle  was 
missing  from  the  team. 

As  classes  resumed,  the  Mass. 
Hoopsters  journeyed  to  Medford 
to  engage  Tufts  College.  Once 
again,  they  were  beaten  by  a  score 
of  76-90.  This  was  the  fifth  con- 
secutive defeat  for  the  Redmen 
and  spirit  was  pretty  low  on  the 
team. 

In  the  next  game,  the  Redmen 
bounced  back  on  the  victory  track 
against  Coast  Guard.  The  Curren- 
men  seemed  to  regain  their  former 
greatness  in  a  95-68  win. 

The  following  game  saw  the 
Redmen    go    down    to    defeat    at 


the  hands  of  a  well-balanced  Spring- 
field five  73-8^2.  The  Mass.  Cagers 
played  a  good  game  but  lack  of 
height  on  their  part  proved  to  be 
the  deciding  factor. 

The  University'  of  New  Hamp- 
shire played  host  to  the  Redmen 
at  their  next  game  and  proved  to 
be  very  cordial  to  their  guests. 
UMass  outlasted  New  Hampshire 
in  a  high  scoring  game  90-80. 

The  next  three  games  were 
played  at  home.  ^Yilliams  College, 
one  of  the  top  small  school  teams 
in  the  country,  defeated  UMass 
77-57;  Amherst,  our  crosstown  ri- 
vals, trounced  us  73-53;  and  Rhode 
Island  completed  the  triple  in- 
vasion by  outscoring  us  102-88. 

Following  these  three  straight 
losses  at  home,  the  Redmen  trav- 
elled to  Waltham  to  encounter 
Brandeis  Universitv.  In  one  of  the 
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most  exciting  games  of  the  season, 
the  Currenmen  went  down  to  de- 
feat, 80-8^2. 

Returning  home,  against  A.I.C., 
the  UMass  five  lost  once  again 
73-86.  The  same  week,  Maine  in- 
vaded the  Cage  and  outlasted  the 
Redmen  90-83. 

Next  came  a  game  at  UConn. 
Art  Quimby  and  his  team-mates, 
a  nationally  ranked  five,  trounced 
the  Redmen  93-75.  The  Redmen 
were  leading  at  half  time  but  were 
unable  to  keep  their  lead. 

In  the  final  contest  of  the  year, 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
invaded  for  a  rematch.  The  Red- 
men  were  well  prepared  to  end  the 


season  on  a  happy  note,  and  they 
did  by  trouncing  U.N.H.  98-79. 

Thus  the  curtain  came  down  on 
another  basketball  season.  The 
win  and  lost  record  facts  tell  the 
true  story  of  the  1955  Redmen 
Basketball  Team.  Thej'  were  far 
better  than  their  record  shows  but 
lack  of  height  proved  an  Achilles 
heel  to  them.  The  loss  of  guard 
Stan  Berman  was  another  blow  to 
the  team.

DANIEL  HORACE  NELSON 

1898-1955 

A  cheerful  smile,  a  kind  word, 
a  penetrating  question  and  the 
force  of  fact  were  his  teaching 
tools.  All  of  us  who  knew  him 
have  borrowed  something  of  his 
philosophy.  In  borrowing  we  ac- 
knowledge our  indebtedness. 

His    educational    training    at 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
University  of  Missouri  and  Penn- 
sylvania    State     University,     to- 
gether  with   his   teaching  experi- 
ence   at    the   University    of    Cali- 
fornia   and    New    Mexico    State 
College,  amply  qualified  him  for 
the  teaching  tasks  here.  He  had  the  ability  to  translate  the  scientific  into  the 
practical,  which  endeared  him  to  those  students  who  were  privileged  to 
know  him  as  a  teacher. 

He  delighted  in  retaining  the  provincialisms  of  speech  and  manner  that 
were  marks  of  his  New  Hampshire  youth.  We  shall  not  soon  forget  his  classic 
definition  of  an  impasse,  which  for  him  was  an  uncomfortable  position  some- 
where "between  a  rock  and  a  hard  place." 

He  was  never  too  busy  to  see  anyone  and  his  door  was  alwaj^s  open.  He 
was  constantly  revising  his  courses  to  include  currently  important  material. 
He  leaves  a  host  of  friends  —  his  colleagues,  his  students,  both  those 
on  the  campus  and  those  who  have  gone  out  into  the  world;  and  numerous 
business  men,  who  through  the  years,  have  been  the  beneficiaries  of  his  sage 
advice.

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HARRY  NEWTON  GLICK 

1885-1954 

There  have  always  been  two 
philosophies  —  that  of  the  stage 
and  that  of  the  gallery.  One  is 
concerned  with  participation  in 
the  drama  of  life,  while  the  other 
finds  its  fulfilment  in  the  careful 
study  of  what  is  going  on. 

Professor  Glick  was,  from 
first  to  last,  a  philosopher  in- 
volved in  the  practical  issues  of 
life.  Students  in  large  numbers 
sought  his  classes  not  only  to 
study  the  great  traditions  of  phil- 
osophy but  to  learn  at  first  hand 
from  one  in  whom  they  had  confi- 
dence as  a  man  of  unimpeachable 
character,  a  thinker  owing  al- 
legiance to  no  party  whether  po- 
litical, religious,  or  philosophical,  and  a  teacher  with  sympathetic  under- 
standing of  the  academic  and  personal  problems  which  confront  college 
students  who  are  making  decisions  of  permanent  importance  for  their  future. 

Professor  Glick  was  born  in  Bridgewater,  Virginia,  on  February  10, 
1885,  and  died  at  his  Amherst  home  on  May  28,  1954,  on  the  eve  of  retire- 
ment to  his  Virginia  home.  He  came  to  Amherst  in  1924  after  receiving  his 
Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  Professor  of  Agricultural  Edu- 
cation, he  introduced  philosophy  into  the  curriculum  by  way  of  the  history 
of  education.  The  expansion  of  this  program  culminated  in  the  change  of  his 
title  to  Professor  of  Philosophy  in  1945,  and  in  the  formal  establishment  of 
the  Department  of  Philosophy  in  1951  with  Professor  Glick  the  first  Head  of 
the  Department. 

If  Professor  Glick  had  been  asked  the  object  of  his  deepest  pride  and 
satisfaction,  he  wovdd  have  replied,  "My  family".  The  larger  circle  of  his 
friends  among  the  staff,  students,  and  alumni  of  a  generation  share  with 
Mrs.  Glick  and  their  two  sons,  the  deep  loss  of  a  beloved  teacher,  loyal 
friend,  and  a  devoted  husband  and  father.  C.S.
